Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest prior art, US 5,807, 791 to Berlin et al, fails to disclose forming an internal 

interface circuit, a mode select circuit, and a mode selector simultaneously between a first 
integrated circuit chip located in a first wafer and a second integrated circuit chip located in a 
second wafer. Berlin et al. also fails to disclose contacting, stimulating, and examining a response 
of test circuits on the first wafer and input/output interface circuits on the second wafer. 

Conclusion 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Miyamoto (US 4,608,592) discloses a method for making multichip circuits using 
multiple active semiconductor substrates.
